Rivers of Alabam a threatened today 
to duplicate the havoc w rought by the 
disastrous Elba flood of last spring, 
as constant rains swelled 
them 
steadily increasing proportions. 
The Alabama, Tallapoosa and W a r­ 
rior rivers have left their 
banks 
at 
m any points and threaten to go even 
higher. 
W arnings to persons living in the 
lowlands have been sounded. 
Sections of Birm ingham were cut 
off by high w ater; Gadsden was iso 
lated from highway traffic, and a level 
of eight feet of w ater was reported 
on 
t h e 
B irm ingham -C hattanooga 
highway south of Gadsden. Street car 
service was disrupted to Alabam a City 
and 600 delegates to an adjourned con­ 
vention 
of Alabam a 
Baptists 
were 
marooned in Gadsden. 
N orthport, across the W arrior river 
from Tuscaloosa, faced 
isolation 
to 
day, with residences in lowland sec­ 
tions of the city flooded. 
A huge boulder loosened 
by 
five 
days of uninterrupted rain fell from 
Red M ountain near Birm ingham and 
blocked the highway to Montgomery. 
Traffic was rerouted 
because 
of 
a 
w ashout east of this city, where u n ­ 
official reports placed the w ater level 
a* far above flood stage. 
The Tombigbee river a t Demopolis 
reached a height of 48.1 feet at 7 A. M. 
today and predictions were it might 
reach 63 feet before the crisis passed.

river was at the 40-foot level, repre­ 
senting a rise of nine feet since yes­ 
terday. 
Two and eight-tenths inches 
of rain have fallen at W etum pka 
Elm ore County F arm Agent H. M. 
Lewis reported today th a t flooding of 
bottom lands in the county had re­ 
sulted in a loss of

JOINT 
RESOLUTION TO 
ESTAB­ 
LISH TAX RATES ON INCOMES 
OF THAT YEAR 
W ashington, Nov. 15.—(UR)—Tax re­ 
duction on a flexible plan by which 
levies on individual and corporation 
income would be determ ined by the 
treasury n ear the close of each calen­ 
dar year will be proposed to congress 
in President Hoover’s 
annual 
m es­ 
sage. 
U nder the plan proposed, the treas­ 
ury believes it will be m ore nearly 
possible to give taxpayers the benefit 
of any non-recurring 
or 
em ergency 
surpluses resulting from a tem porary 
increase in governm ent revenues. 
The plan provides for introduction 
in congress each December of a joint 
resolution establishing the tax rates 
on incomes of th a t year. Incom e taxes 
in any given calendar year are pay­ 
able the following year. 
Explaining the advantages of the 
adm inistration plan, Under S ecretary 
of the T reasury Ogden L. Mills said 
it would give to present revenue laws 
a much desired element of flexibility 
that would operate to allow taxpayers 
imm ediate benefit of any surpluses in 
governm ent finances. 
P resent 
procedure 
required 
t h e 
treasury to estim ate 18 m onths in ad­ 
vance w hat the outlook shall 
be 
in 
any fiscal year. 
If the treasury u n ­ 
der-estimates revenues for next year, 
he said, any surplus resulting is ap­ 
plied to debt reduction. The new plan 
would provide for prom pt tax reduc­ 
tion whenever a surplus is available 
for th a t purpose. 
Since the world w ar there have been 
recurring governm ent surpluses 
and 
gradual tax reduction in successive 
years. 
This process of tax reduction 
cannot be continued indefinitely, Mills 
said, but the adm inistration believes 
adoption of the proposed flexible sys­ 
tem would offer the best alternative. 
Mills said if 
circum stances 
next 
year 
w arrant, 
the 
treasury 
would 
m ake use of the flexible system pro­ 
posed to recommend th at the reduc­ 
tion already announced on this y ear’s 
income be continued in 1930 or even 
reduced. 
Otherwise, the reduction 
now proposed would not apply to in­ 
come earned in 1930.

Boston, Nov. 15.—(U.R)—The United 
State cruiser Marblehead, with 435 of­ 
ficers and men aboard, arrived at the 
Boston navy yard under her own pow­ 
er this afternoon, several hours after 
she had been In

Naval authorities reported th a t the 
10,000-ton cruiser, which was com mis­ 
sioned in 1924, appeared to have es­ 
caped serious damage. 
No m em bers 
of her crew were injured. 
The colli­ 
sion occurred in a heavy fog. 
The Evansville, which was bound 
for Norfolk, Va., was understood at 
th e navy yard here to be proceeding 
to her destination under

power. 
The freighter also escaped 
serious damage, naval officials believ­ 
ed.

THROWS SENATE INTO NEW 
ADJOURNMENT TANGLE

W ashington, Nov. 15.—Against the 
advice of its physician, the United 
States senate started another IO A. M. 
to IO P. M. workday with the tariff 
bill today, plodding ahead with the 
agricultural rate schedules. 
Undismayed by its refusal to take a 
10-day or two week recess for health 
purposes, Dr. Royal S. Copeland, the 
New York democratic senator, 
was 
prepared to introduce another adjourn­ 
ment resolution. 
Copeland 
believes 
the 
continuous 
work of many senators on the tariff 
for alm ost a year has brought them 
to a physical condition which is re­ 
sponsible for the unprecedentedly in­ 
tem perate debates of the 
last 
few 
weeks when senators called each oth­ 
er “worse than communists,” "sons 
of the wild jackass” and such things. 
He has gone so far as to warn them 
he can see the next who are to die 
from this orgy of work, but a major­ 
ity of the senators, refusing to follow 
their leaders, have declined persist­ 
ently to adjourn. 
Copeland is preparing to 
offer 
a 
resolution to stop work on the tariff 
bill tomorrow until the regular session 
of congress starts December 2. 
He 
has taken the matter out of .the hands 
of the democratic tariff leader, San. 
Simmons of North Carolina, 
whose 
motion to adjourn a week from Satur­ 
day 
mustered 
yesterday 
only 
84 
against OI votes. 
A peculiar situation has_ thrown the 
senate 
into 
its 
new 
adjournment 
tangle. 
Two 
weeks ago President 
Hoover issued a public demand that 
the senate pass the tariff within two 
weeks or consider Itself an impotent 
legislative body. 
Leaders of all factions then agreed 
it would be physically impossible 
to 
pass the tariff within two months, hut 
many of them now fear the wrath of 
the people may be turned upon them 
if they adjojurn the special session 
without using every available moment 
to conclude as much as possible of the 
job for which they were called into 
special session. 
For two months the senate has been 
working on the tariff from IO A. M. 
until 6 P. M. each day. The first night 
session was Instituted last night after 
repeated efforts to 
arrange 
an ad­ 
journment had failed. 
Many agricul­ 
tural rates were adopted. 
The finance committee recommen­ 
dations 
on 
milk 
and 
cream were 
adopted: 
Cheese was increased to 8 
cents a pound, 3 cents more than ex­ 
isting law; live chickens, ducks and 
turkeys were raised to 8 cents a pound, 
an increase of 0 cents over existing 
law; a duty of three-tenths of a cent 
a pound on soy bean oil cake waa 
adopted and the duties on rice were 
increased. 
If the Copeland proposal is voted 
down again today, it is the intention 
of the leaders to continue night ses­ 
sions indefinitely. Such strenuous ef­ 
forts are expected to bring the reluct­ 
an t ones into line sooner or later In 
favor of a brief recess 
before 
the 
regular session.
